With the building of railroads and 


the subsequent increase in Hope's 
population, there arose a natural 
desire lo shifl Ihe center of the 
county government, though. The 
firsl attempt to do. this in 3910 had 
failed, 'sul a second try was made 
in 1914. The result that time? Hope 
v/on. '

All 
the crew, along with technicians 
who had been checking te plane's 
performance, were killed. 


Aviation sources said te second 


Britannia was flying at 3,000 feet 
over Britain when it ran into trou- 
ble with the "demon robot." 


The automatic pilot, which, nor- 


mally is kept turned off except 
when needed on long flights, sud; 
denly started operating. Because 
it had not been adjusted to steer a 
specific course, 
it sent the big 


plane into step dives and climbs.

The problem was to find a selective 
poison, one that would kill eels 
but would have little or ho effect 
on fish in Ihe same waters. That 
wasn't easy, 


Over tho years' between four and 


five thousand chemical compounds 
were tried. At long, last one has 
aeon found which seems 
to be 


better lhati ,v Ihe .rest, It's called 
Dowlap, a product of the Dow 
Chemical Company. 
This compound (whose chemical 


name is as long as my arm) was 
jivcn a thorough losl lasl Seplcm- 


on a two-mile stretch of Little 


Billie's Creek, a tribtilary of Lake 
Hill-on. This stream has long bee~n 
noted as a good trout producer and 
happily, the effect of the chemical 
on trout and other game fish was 
negligible. 


Examination of a caged group 


of young lamprey, set in the stream 
and living under the same' con- 
ditions as their wild relatives, in- 
dicated a 92% kill, with all indi- 
cations thai a final kill of more 
lhan 95*;;, could be expected, 


To be sure, lamprey elimination 


has been and will continue to be 
an expensive process, but if this 
work can restore even to a 50% 
stalus Ihe Greal Lakes fisheries 
which used to be a multi-million- 
dollar business, then the money 
is well invested. .
